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Regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), Gesing et al was cited to show why light metal scrap could be used in further processing. 
Thomas et al already provides a broad teaching of "a variety of metals" including magnesium and aluminum (column 4, lines 1 5-25). 
Applicant does not define but only exemplifies (i.e. magnesium on page 5, paragraph 3) light metal. Therefore, the examiner is giving 
Claim 1 the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification, according to MPEP 2111. 

Regarding the ASM Handbook, the examiner is not clear to which claims the applicant is referring, since the ASM Handbook is cited for 
three separate sets of claims. Nonetheless, the ASM Handbook establishes that hydrogen removal as a known process, irrespective of the 
final intent of the reference. 

The provisional rejection of Claims 1, 6, 7 and 10 on the ground of nonstatutory obvious-type double patenting over co-pending applicantion 
11/597,737 remain.
